CHAP.  X. 

Law  9,  p.  24,  To  read  as  follows  : — “ A Committee,  to 
consist  of  Seven  Members,  shall  then  be  appointed  to  ex- 
amine the  Lists : They  shall  present  a written  report 

containing  the  names  of  the  Members  voted  for,  and  the 
number  of  Votes  for  each,  distinguishing  therein  such 
as  are  void  from  having  been  given  to  Members  who 
could  not  he  identified  on  account  of  some  ambiguity  in 
the  names,  or  who  are  ineligible  by  law  for  the  office. 
The  President  in  the  Chair  shall  then  announce  the  re- 
sult of  the  Election,  according  to  the  majority  of  Votes ; 
but,  in  the  event  of  two  or  more  Members  having  an 
equal  number  of  Votes,  a second  ballot  shall  immediate- 
ly take^  place,  for  ascertaining  the  ultimate  decision  of 
the  Society,  whether  such  coincidence  of  the  numbers 
affect  the  rank  of  the  Presidents  in  point  of  seniority, 
or  the  election  of  the  fourth  President.

CHAP.  XXI. 

OF  PRIZE  QUESTIONS. 

1.  The  sum  of  Twenty  Guineas,  a Medal,  or  a Set 
of  Books  of  that  value,  at  the  option  of  the  successful 
candidate,  shall  be  given,  once  every  two  years,  to  the 
author  of  the  best  Dissertation  on  an  experimental  subject 
proposed  by  the  Society,  for  which  all  men  of  science 
shall  be  invited  to  compete. 

2.  In  the  second  ordinary  Meeting  in  November, 
once  every  two  years,  the  President  in  the  Chair,  after 
reading  the  report  of  this  Committee,  shall  appoint 
three  Extraordinary  Members  to  give  in,  a fortnight 
thereafter,  a prize  question  on  some  experimental  sub- 
ject ; and,  if  their  report  be  approved  by  the  Society, 
notice  of  the  subject,  and  the  terms  of  the  competition, 
shall  be  transmitted  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Editors  of 
the  most  popular  Scientific  Journals. 

3.  Four  Extraordinary  Members  shall  be  appointed 
by  ballot,  at  the  first  Ordinary  Meeting  in  December, 
and  added  to  the  three  appointed,  according  to  Law  2, 
to  form  a Committee  to  adjudge  the  Prize  to  the  Au- 
thor of  the  best  dissertation.  The  sentence  of  the  Com- 
mittee shall  be  final ; none  of  its  Members  shall  be  al- 
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lowed  to  compete  for  the  prize,  and  no  Member  shall 
be  chosen  on  it  twice  in  succession. 

4.  The  Dissertations  arc  to  be  written  in  English, 
French,  or  Latin,  and  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Secre- 
tary, on  or  before  the  first  of  December,  two  years  from 
the  announcement  of  the  Prize  subject ; and  the  adju- 
dication of  the  Prize  shall  take  place  in  the  last  week  of 
the  month  of  February  following.

REGULATIONS, 


HAVING  THE  FORCE  OF  LAWS,  UNTIL  THE  LEGISLATIVE 
MEETING  IN  FEBRUARY  1827- 


CHAP.  I. 

Law  2,  p.  6,  To  be  as  follows : — “ Each  Ordinary 
Meeting  for  Private  Business  shall  commence  at  five 
minutes  after  Seven  o’clock,  p.  m.  and  shall  continue 
until  dissolved  by  the  President : But  the  Private  Busi- 
ness shall  not  be  protracted  beyond  five  minutes  before 
Eight  o’clock,  except  on  the  evenings  appointed  for  the 
collection  of  Fines,  ( See  Law  7,  chap.  XII.  p.  33.)  The 
collection  of  the  Annual  Contributions,  ( See  Law  8, 
chap.  V.  p.  18.)  and  the  Election  of  Presidents  and  Com- 
mittees. If  the  Private  Business  shall  not  then  be  finish- 
ed, it  shall  be  resumed,  either  at  the  next  Ordinary 
Meeting,  or  at  an  Extraordinary  one  to  be  appointed 
for  the  purpose.  There  shall  be  an  adjournment  for  a 
few  minutes  between  Private  and  Public  Business. 

Law  3,  p.  6.  That  part  relating  to  Calling  over  the 
Roll,  and  Fines  for  Absence,  p.  7>  altered  as  follows  : — 
“ The  Fine  for  absence  at  the  Roll,  at  the  commencement 
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of  Public  Business,  shall  be  One  Shilling.  There  shall 
be  no  Roll  called  at  the  end  of  Private  Business,  except 
on  those  evenings  on  which  there  is  no  Public  Business  ; 
and  then  the  Fine  shall  be  Sixpence .” 


CHAR  II. 

Law  1,  p.  10.  The  first  part  of  this  Law  altered  as 
follows  : — “ To  admit  an  Extraordinary  Meeting  of  the 
Society,  for  the  discussion  of  Public  Matter,  a majority 
of  suffrages  shall  be  required ; but  an  Extraordinary 
Meeting  for  Private  Business  may  be  appointed,  if  re- 
quired, by  one-third  of  the  Members  present.

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‘c  I declare  that,  in  voting  for  the  Four  Gentlemen 
whose  names  are  in  this  List,  I am  bound  by  no  promise, 
nor  influenced  by  any  motive  or  consideration,  except  the 
conviction,  that  these  Four  are,  by  their  strenuous  and 
pre-eminent  exertions , in  promoting  the  interests , and 
enhancing  the  reputation  of  the  Society , entitled  to  the 
honour  which  our  united  suffrage  is  believed  to  confer. ” 


CHAP.  XXII. 

Law  8)  p.  61,  The  following  is  added : — c<  The  Por- 
ter, for  the  convenience  of  Members,  shall  be  intrusted 
with  the  Key  of  the  Drawer  in  which  the  Periodical 
Publications  are  placed  previous  to  their  being  bound.” 

Law  15,  p.  63,  The  following  is  added : — “ New 
Books  may  be  called  in  after  being  Eight  Days  in  the 
possession  of  any  Member,  for  the  first  Three  Months 
after  their  admission  into  the  Library.” 

Law  21,  p.  64,  The  words,  “ At  the  last  Ordinary 
Meeting  in  October,”  are  to  be  omitted. 

Law  22,  p.  65,  Altered  as  follows : — <e  The  Porter 
shall  not  be  obliged,  on  this  occasion,  to  call  upon  any 
such  Member,  who  may  have  in  his  possession  Books  or 
Apparatus,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  these.” 
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CHAR  XXIII. 

Law  2,  Sect.  I.  p.  67?  The  following  is  added: — In 
the  event  of  any  Member  of  the  Library  Committee  re- 
signing  his  seat,  or  leaving  town  during  the  recess,  the 
Committee  shall  be  empowered  to  elect  another  Member 
in  his  place.” 

Law  8,  Sect.  III.  p.  76?  The  following  is  added: — 
“ Members  may  take  from  the  Museum,  such  Bones  as 
have  been  marked  by  the  Committee  for  circulation,  up- 
on giving  a receipt  to  the  Porter,  with  an  obligation  to 
return  them  in  equally  good  condition  before  the  next 
Meeting  of  the  Committee,  under  penalty  of  One  Shil- 
ling, to  be  doubled  at  every  Meeting  of  the  Committee 
till  the  return  be  made.  No  Member  shall  be  allowed 
to  have  out  at  the  same  time,  more  than,  either,  the 
Bones  of  one  Extremity,  the  Bones  of  the  Head,  or  the 
Vertebral  Column  with  the  Pelvis  attached.

Meeting  for  Private  Business  shall  commence  at  five 
minutes  after  Seven  o’clock,  p.  m.  and  shall  continue 
until  dissolved  by  the  President : But  the  Private  Busi- 
ness shall  not  be  protracted  beyond  five  minutes  before 
Eight  o’clock,  except  on  the  evenings  appointed  for  the 
collection  of  Fines,  (See  Law7>  chap.  XII.  p.  33.)  the 
collection  of  the  Annual  Contributions,  (See  Law  8, 
chap.  V.  p.  18,)  and  the  Election  of  Presidents  and  Com- 
mittees. If  the  Private  Business  shall  not  then  be  finish- 
ed, it  shall  be  resumed,  either  at  the  next  Ordinary 
Meeting,  or  at  an  Extraordinary  one  to  be  appointed 
for  the  purpose.  There  shall  be  an  adjournment  for  a 
few  minutes  between  Private  and  Public  Business.” 

Law  3,  p.  6.  That  part  relating  to  Calling  over  the 
Roll,  and  Fines  for  Absence,  p.  7,  altered  as  follows : — 
**  The  Fine  for  absence  at  the  Roll,  at  the  commencement 
of  Public  Business,  shall  be  One  Shilling.  There  shall 
be  no  Roll  called  at  the  end  of  Private  Business,  except 
on  those  evenings  on  which  there  is  no  Public  Business ; 
and  then  the  Fine  shall  be  Sixpence .” 
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CHAP.  II. 

The  first  part  of  this  Law  altered  as 
follows  : — “ To  admit  an  Extraordinary  Meeting  of  the 
Society  for  the  discussion  of  Public  Matter,  a Majority 
of  suffrages  shall  be  required ; but  an  Extraordinary 
Meeting  for  Private  Business  may  be  appointed,  if  re- 
quired, by  one-third  of  the  Members  present.” 


CHAP.  VI. 

OF  EXTRAORDINARY  MEMBERS. 

Law  2,  p.  19,  To  be  as  follows: — “ On  the  second 
last  Ordinary  Meeting  of  every  Session,  the  President 
shall  give  notice,  that,  at  the  next  Ordinary  Meeting, 
there  shall  be  an  Election  of  Six  Extraordinary  Mem- 
bers from  among  the  Ordinary  Members  of  the  Society, 
who  shall  have  all  the  privileges  of  Extraordinary  Mem- 
bers, and  be  entitled  to  a Diploma  on  paying  their  se- 
cond and  third  year’s  Subscription  to  the  Library.  The 
Election  to  be  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
Election  of  Presidents,  as  specified  in  Laws  2,  3,  4,  5,  6, 
7,  8,  and  9 of  chap.  X. ; but  no  President  of  the  Session 
shall  be  elected.” 


CHAP.  IX. 

Law  1,  p.  21.  The  following  is  added : — <£  And  each 
Visitor  shall  be  required  to  sign  the  following  declara- 
tion on  his  Card  of  Admission  : 

“ I consider  myself  bound  to  observe  the  Laws  of  this 
Society , particularly  those  affecting  Publication.''1 
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CHAP.  X. 

Law  8,  p.  23,  To  be  as  follows : — “ On  the  evening 
of  Election,  each  Member  being  called  upon,  according 
to  seniority,  to  deliver  a List  of  those  for  whom  he  may 
vote,  shall  be  required,  by  the  President,  to  make  the 
following  public  declaration : 

“ I declare  that , in  voting  for  the  Four  Gentlemen 
whose  names  are  in  this  List , I am  bound  by  no  promise, 
nor  influenced  by  any  motive  or  consideration , except  the 
conviction , that  these  Four  are , by  their  strenuous  and 
pre-eminent  exertions,  in  promoting  the  interests,  and 
enhancing  the  reputation  of  the  Society,  entitled  to  the 
honour  which  our  united  suffrage  is  believed  to  confer .” 

Law  9,  p.  24,  To  read  as  follows : — “ A Committee, 
to  consist  of  Seven  Members,  shall  then  be  appointed  to 
examine  the  Lists : They  shall  present  a written  report 
containing  the  names  of  the  Members  voted  for,  and  the 
number  of  Votes  for  each,  distinguishing  therein  such 
as  are  void  from  having  been  given  to  Members  who 
could  not  be  identified  on  account  of  some  ambiguity  in 
the  names,  or  who  are  ineligible  by  law  for  the  office. 
The  President  in  the  Chair  shall  then  announce  the  re- 
suit  of  the  Election,  according  to  the  majority  of  Votes; 
but,  in  the  event  of  two  or  more  Members  having  an 
equal  number  of  Votes,  a second  ballot  shall  immediate- 
ly take  place,  for  ascertaining  the  ultimate  decision  of 
the  Society,  whether  such  coincidence  of  the  numbers 
affect  the  rank  of  the  Presidents  in  point  of  seniority, 
or  the  election  of  the  fourth  President.” 
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Law  18,  p.  26.  After  the  word  “ shall,”  in  the  first 
line,  the  following  words  to  be  added  : “ not  allow  the 
Medical  News  to  be  protracted  beyond  Ten  o’clock.”

CHAP.  XV.  Sect.  III. 

OF  THE  HOUSEKEEPER. 

1.  When  a vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  House- 
keeper, a Coiymittee  shall  be  appointed  to  receive  th® 
testimonials  of  the  Candidates,  and  to  decide  upon  the 
one  best  qualified  to  discharge  the  duties  required. 

2.  The  Housekeeper  shall  be  in  constant  attendance 
to  answer  the  Door  Bell,  and  to  take  charge  of  any  Mes- 
sage or  Books  that  may  be  delivered  to  her  in  the  absence 
of  the  Porter,  and  shall  give  to  him,  on  his  return,  a 
proper  account  of  such  occurrences. 

3.  She  shall  keep  the  Furniture  of  the  House,  and 
>.  every  apartment  clean  and  in  the  best  possible  order. 
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4.  She  shall  have  the  Library,  and  the  adjoining 
room  ready,  with  fire,  every  Morning  during  the  Session, 
by  nine  o’clock,  and  may  shut  the  Doors  at  nine  in  the 
Evening,  except  on  the  nights  of  Meeting.  And  during 
the  Recess  the  Doors  may  be  kept  open  till  ten  o’clock 
in  the  Evening. 

5.  She  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  Apparatus,  and 
shall  keep  the  different  Articles  clean  and  in  good  order. 

6.  She  shall,  on  no  account  whatever,  leave  the  House 
at  any  time  of  the  day,  unless  she  can  be  relieved  by  the 
Officer ; and  on  these  occasions  she  must  return  previous 
to  the  hour  he  is  at  liberty  to  leave  the  Hall. 

7-  The  Housekeeper,  in  all  matters  connected  with 
her  office,  which  are  not  particularly  specified,  shall,  when 
they  may  occur,  apply  to  the  Secretary,  and  receive  in- 
structions concerning  them ; for  which  he  shall  be  an- 
swerable to  the  Society. 


CHAP.  XXI. 

OF  PRIZE  QUESTIONS. 

1.  The  sum  of  Twenty  Guineas,  a Medal,  or  a Set 
of  Books  of  that  value,  at  the  option  of  the  successful 
candidate,  shall  be  given,  once  every  two  years,  to  the 
author  of  the  best  Dissertation  on  an  experimental  sub- 
ject proposed  by  the  Society,  for  which  all  men  of  science 
shall  be  invited  to  compete. 

2.  In  the  second  ordinary  Meeting  in  February,  once 
every  two  years,  the  President  in  the  chair,  after  reading 
this  Law,  shall  appoint  five  extraordinary  members  to 
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give  in,  a fortnight  thereafter,  a prize  question  on  some 
experimental  subject ; and  if  their  report  be  approved 
by  the  Society,  notice  of  the  subject  and  the  terms  of 
competition  shall  be  transmitted  by  the  Secretary  to  the 
editors  of  the  most  popular  scientific  journals. 

3.  The  dissertations  shall  be  directed  to  be  given  in 
to  the  Secretary,  on  or  before  the  first  of  November,  the 
year  following,  and  transmitted  by  him  to  the  Commit- 
tee, who  shall,  on  the  first  ordinary  meeting  in  Febru- 
ary, adjudge  the  prize  to  the  author  of  the  best  disser- 
tation, if  he  appears  to  them  to  have  treated  the  subject 
in  a satisfactory  manner.  The  sentence  of  the  Commit- 
tee shall  be  final ; none  of  its  members  shall  be  allowed 
to  compete  for  the  prize. 

4.  The  Dissertations  are  to  be  written  in  English, 
French,  or  Latin,  and  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Secre- 
tary, on  or  before  the  first  of  December,  two  years  from 
the  announcement  of  the  Prize  subject;  and  the  adju- 
dication of  the  Prize  shall  take  place  in  the  last  week  of 
the  month  of  February  following.

All  Petitions  for  leave  to  alter  the  subject  of  a Dis- 
sertation by  Members  dissatisfied  with  the  subject  they 
have  already  procured}  or  to  write  on  particular  subjects 
by  Members  admitted,  or  returning  to  town  after  the 
subjects  are  disposed  of  by  lot,  shall  be  determined  by 
this  Committee. 

2.  After  having  transacted  the  usual  business,  the

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Meeting,  lie  shall  incur  the  Penalty  of  One  Shilling  and 
Sixpence.  No  Excuse  for  non-attendance  shall  be  deem- 
ed valid,  except  those  specified  in  Law  3,  Chap.  xii. 

4.  The  Committee  shall  keep  regular  Minutes  of  their 
Proceedings,  and  the  Minutes  shall  be  signed  at  each 
Meeting,  by  all  the  Members  present,  under  the  Penal- 
ty of  One  Shilling  each. 

5.  If  any  Member  resign  his  seat,  or  leave  town,  the 
Election  of  another  Member  will  take  place  on  the  en- 
suing Friday. 

Law  7,  p.  49.  Insert  the  words : — “ Dissertation 
Committee,'”  instead  of  “ Society.” 

Law  8 of  the  printed  Code  to  read  as  follows : — « At 
their  next  Meeting,  the  Committee  shall  examine  whe- 
ther the  subject  then  proposed  has  been  written  on  dur- 
ing the  Session,  or  is  to  be  written  on  by  any  other 
Member  ; should  the  Committee  find  this  to  be  the  case, 
the  Petitioner  shall  incur  the  Penalty  of  Five  Shillings;
